It most be a list from, which 
can be culled potential enemy espionage agents. Therefore particular 
care should be taken to indiyidn l w3.iae those in the n annuity who have 
had regular contacts over a long tine span with the Gernans, Who have 
travelled on behalf of the Hermans to Other localities and returned or 
who have had "special instruction" of any sort*

3 . The noat productive portion of the suspect list will be the names and 
addr esses of all persons in each locality with knosm t/f ability. These 
qfepfty names should be ascertained from whatever sources that are available 
ineach city. Interception services, Fascist w/f schools should be pene- 
trated With a view to getting as many names as possible. It shoals he 
kept in mind that W/f operators are a eoounaity In themselves} a*white" 
contact with w/f experience is a good why to penetrate the whole gr o up in 
an area with similar talents. If active net-work recruiting is gi 
and comes to the attentiop of qur contact, he should atteapt to infiltrate 
one or more of our own agents.

The names of all such in each c Lty should be Included dm the suspect list. 

i;. It is possible that the names of stay-behinds , of persons recruited for 

missions, who are willing defectors will comail to the attention of our 
contaot, la all cases the first rule should be to advise the defector to 
go as far as possible in the penetration of the enemy service. 

5. If possible the escape of one or two. of the kneen members of the Herman 
Espionage or G£ service should be prevented at the moment that tfagy prepare 
to evacuate before the arrival of cor troops. They should be delivered 
alive. 

6. Contact with American HE units will be made as soon after the fail of 
the cily as possible. In most oases these units wiki themselves seek the 
contact who will be known to us bdforehand. The contact should thmrefore 
have his suspect list ready at the time of the entrance of our forces and 
wait for the contact to be established. After the contaot has boon estab- 
lished he should hold himself available with his assistants for whatever 
executive work that will be neoeseaxy. 

7 . The foregoing methods are only the more important which have been 
proven efficient by past operations. The only inflexible rule is that of 
security, nob oily of what is said but as well what will naoassarUy lava 
to be written. For the rest the contact in each city should operate/with 
the widest latitude in preparing his suspect list, adjusting his pf^feedures 
to the local conditions with intelligence and Imagination. 
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
